Hello, Liz. As I am sure you have seen, Edison cleared the large encampment that was set up in the trees on the Edison 
easement on Monday. Please let me know right away if it begins to re-establish and I will reach out to my contact at 
Edison to request a cleanup before it gets too established again.

Hello, Josie. The CD7 update that I shared with you on February 27 for the LVT Neighborhood/Business 
Watch is the same CD7 update that I share with all the meetings I attend in the LVT area, such as LVTIA, 
FTDNC, and BoC. I am including them again below, including a couple of updates that have happened in 
the past six days. 

- the Councilwoman was appointed Chair of the City's Public Safety committee in January, becoming the 
first Latina and the first woman in fourteen years to serve in this position 


- the Councilwoman secured over half a million dollars in HEAP funding (the state's Homeless Emergency Aid 
Program) to support homeless families in the Northeast San Fernando Valley, to fund a navigation center 
for families as well as other hygiene and support services (like childcare) 


- our initial $1 million funding for the wildfire debris cleanup grant was used up as of the end of January - 
fortunately, we have been able to secure another $500,000 in additional funding from Cal Fire, for the 
next couple of months until crews began to transition to the Woolsey Fire area - we will continue work 
removing wildfire debris, and also damage from debris flow, in the burn areas of La Tuna and Creek 
fires, including continuing work in Hansen Dam - we are also collaborating with County Supervisor 
Barger's office to provide crews to do work on the County-owned lands along Wentworth - we are now 
hiring again for the new job positions, with priority going to people that live in the affected wildfire areas 
(for Creek and La Tuna fires) and veterans - have them contact our office if needing work and interested 
to participate 


- Street Services has been doing a lot of work over the past few months on street resurfacing in LVT, including 
sections of Eldridge, Garrick, Kamloops, Lexicon, Kelowna, Terra Bella, Terra Vista, Luanda, Glamis, Goleta, and 
Goren. Crews added several access curb ramps along Kamloops and are currently adding more ramps on Garrick 
to improve accessibility for all residents 


- the Bureau of Sanitation will be holding a meeting with homeowners near Lopez Canyon Trailhead to address neighbor 
concerms and how City will mitigate these concerns - meeting will be on 3/28 at 7:00p at LVT Rec Center - 
Sanitation will be sending out notification shortly to the contact list 


- met with the FIDNC Equine committee and with LADOT this past month to review signal timing and safety at 
several horse/pedestrian crossings in the LVT, Shadow Hills, and La Tuna areas 


- held a Senior Ball for Valentine's Day with over 350 seniors from our local senior centers in attendance 


- per the park rangers, the California Department of Alcoholic Beverage Control came out to Hansen Dam on a 
Sunday last month and issued citations to two of the vendors for selling alcoholic beverages 


- the LVT Rec Center has had the refinishing of the interior basketball court and exterior courts completed 


- Fenton and Terra Bella sidewalk - BoE has packaged construction documents for the construction bid to go out this 
month, the property owners have been notified to move the storage unit prior to March 15th, estimated 
construction time for the project is 3 months 


- the City Council unanimously approved the Councilwoman's motion directing the City Attorney to draft an 
ordinance to allow the City to shut off water and power services at illegal cannabis shops. Ina 
joint effort with law enforcement and City agencies, nearly two dozen illegally operated cannabis 
shops have been shut down and over 20 search warrants have been served in the Northeast 
San Fernando Valley in the last twelve months
